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AN AUSTRALIAN LOOKS 
AT A GREEK TRAGEDY 


TUESDAY, MARCH 3 


Greek football fans are still stunned by the crowd 
disaster at the Olympiakos vy AEK match at Piraeus. 


The death toll among 
spectators was 20, plus 
another 25 seriously 
injured. . 

A well-known Sydney 
Soccer personality, John 
Phillips, was at that 
match earlier this 
month. 

Philips was secretary 
of the Pan Hellenic club 
in Sydney and was also a 
well-known referee 
some years ago. Some 
18 months ago, he and 
his Greek-born wife 
moved to Athens to 
settle. 

He wrote to AUS- 
TRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY about the 
Olympiakos tragedy. 
Here is the story by 
John Phillips — 

There was a full house 
of about 40,000 spec- 
tators at the match, all 
making a noise and pre- 
senting a colourful sight 
— Olympiakos fans in 
their red and white and 
AEK in the familiar yel- 
low and black. 

Perhaps the surprise 
result, a 6-0 victory to 
Olympiakos, contrib- 
uted to the disaster whi- 
ch was to follow. 

In their anxiety to pay 
tribute to their match- 
winning heroes, the 
home fans were almost 
hysterical. 


Gate Number Seven, 
in close proximity to the 
dressing rooms, was the 
object of crowd concen- 
tration as Olympiakos 
fanatical followers tried 
to catch a glimpse of 
their idols before they 
left the stadium at 5.15 
p.m. 

As soon as the referee 
blew for full-time, 
supporters made their 
way hurriedly to the 
exits, particularly to 
Gate Seven. In their an- 
xiety, some of the front- 
running fans stumbled, 
lost their footing, and 
fell on the steps. They 
were trampled upon by 
those following behind. 

Panic developed as 
cries of pain rang out 
from the suffering. The 
people trying to leave 
the stadium pushed and 
shoved, Only one thou- 
ght was on their minds 
... to get out of the 
place. They ploughed 
ahead, leaving death 
and destruction in their 
wake. The flow of 
people through Gate 

even did not end until 

police were summoned 
to stop the advance of 
others. 


I was at this match 
and, from my lofty posi- 
tion, watched the vast 
crowd, watched photog- 
raphers snapping the 
players, and knew it 
would be some time be- 
fore I could reach the 
car park. So I waited 
patiently, not realising 
what mayhem was going 
on at the exits. 

There was no fuss 
really. Nobody seemed 
to know what was going 
on. In many ways the 
scenes were exactly the 
Same as you would ex- 


pect after any football 
match attended by a big 
crowd. And yet, only 
100 metres from where I 
stood and watched, 20 
unfortunate people were 
being trampled into 
oblivion. 

Not until I was almost 
at the exit did I know 
anything about the 
tragedy. Then we heard 
the emergency calls over 
the amplifiers appealing 
for doctors and blood 
donors. Everyone seem- 
ed perplexed and bewil- 
dered. Rumours were 
flying everywhere. 

Finally, I was inform- 
ed of what had happen- 
ed. I was stunned. 


There is always a first 
time. Violent supporters 
are no strangers to Soc- 
cer in England, Scot- 
land, Germany, Italy 
and other countries. I 
was not prepared for it 
in Greece, this lovely 
country. This Greek 
tragedy struck with such 
impact and was so sud- 
den that I still find it 
hard to believe 

We must hope that 
sanity will prevail from 
now on. 


I shall never forget 
the screams of a stricken 
mother, heard on tele- 
vision, when the cam- 
eras went to the hos- 
pital. 

The events at the 
Olympiakos stadium 
will remain in my mind 
for all time. Let us hope 
they are also remem- 
bered by enthusiastic 
football supporters 
throughout the world. It 
should be a serious 
warning to them all. 


Yet the Greeks were 
given their own warn- 
ing, at this very same 
stadium earlier. 


At the same Gate 
Seven, there was a simi- 
lar stampede some years 
ago. 

Luckily, on that occa- 
sion, there were only in- 
juries — no fatalit 


Questions are still be- 
ing asked in Greece 
about what should be 
done for the mourners: 
of the 20 people who 
were killed — in other 
words what cash will be 
made available for rela- 
tions.
